Nothing was left to indicate what 
had inspired Yager to commit the 
crime, other than that he had become 
suddenly insane by brooding over 
the loss of his wife.

He is charged with the attempted 


assault of the wife of a saw mill 
operator. 


It is probable that Thomas will be 


captured and lynched before night.

A BAPIST HANGED. 


Van Buren, Ark., Aug. 4.—John 


Maxey, the negro rapist, was hanged 
here at 8:50 a. m. He maintained his 
innocence to the last and in a speech 
on the gallows invoked the curse of 
God upon the people of Van Buren 
for the injustice they had done him. 


The board of trustees of the Allen 


county orphan's home is moving to 
secure educational facilities for about 
forty orphans under their care, and 
an interesting clash of opinion has 
developed. 
President 
Ellison has 


written Attorney General Taylor for 
an opinion in the matter, setting 
forth the conditions under which the 
institution is maintained, holding 
that as the children are legally 
placed in the care of the home, they 
are bona fide residents of 
township, and should be educated by 
the township. Last year a small 
building was fitted up by the com- 
missioners, and Trustee Schmetzei 
provided a teacher. 
This building 


burned in midwinter, and since that 
time the children have had no school 
privileges. 


President .Ellison has requested the 


township trustee to provide both 
building and teacher for the children, 
but this the trustee holds that he 
cannot legally do. He has enumer- 
ated the children in Wayne township 
and will supply a teacher, but be- 
lieves he has no power to erect a 
school building for them, for the 
reason that the institution is in part 
sustained by the county, and the 
county should provide the building. 
In this view Trustee Schmetzer is 
sustained by the opinion of the state 
superintendent of public instruction 


Attorney General Taylor says, how- 


ever, that the children have a legal 
residence at the home and it is the 
duty of the school officers to provide 
schooling for them. 
This includes 


both building and teachers. 
Under 


the new reform law the township 
must get the consent, upon estimate, 
of the advisory board, which must 
then appropriate funds to provide 
educational facilities. The fact that 
the institution is paid twenty-five 
cents per day does not excuse school 
authorities from providing a room 
for the children. The board of trus- 
tees of the home will have a meeting 
next Monday and the matter will be 
taken up. The board is determined 
that either the county or the town- 
ship must provide a school for the 
orphans.

stated to a icporter for The Sentinel 
that the patient's condition was ex* 
remcly critical, and that the chances 
were against his recovery. 


He is about 32 years of age, and 


the son of Capt. Augustus Brown, 
'oiemnn of the Lake Shore freight 
office. 
The young man has been in 


very poor health for some time, and 
lias recently been despondent. 
He 


lived a somewhat secluded life, and 
Dr. Van Sweringen says was at time* 
suffering from delusions. He occu- 
pied an upstairs room in the Brown 
tome, and when the parents retired 
about 10 o'clock last evening they 
presumed the young man was In his 
room. 


This morning the father arose, 


breakfasted and went to work. As 
the son did not appear for breakfast 
by 7:30 o'clock his mother went up to 
his room, but found no one there. A 
further search revealed the 
young 


man lying in the parlor down stairs 
in a deep stupor from which he could 
not be aroused. Physicians were at 
once summoned, and the father was, 
called home from his work. 


The physicians at once recognized 


the case as one of morphia poisoning, 
and later an empty vial which bad 
contained the drug was found. It is 
presumed the young man must have 
come down stairs during the night 
and swallowed the drug during his 
despondency, 
though neither, the 


father or mother heard him moving 
about during the night. Upon the 
piano was found a note which had 
been left by the young man, request- 
ing that no funeral services be held, 
and no one be allowed to see him.

Samuel H. Brown lies in a critical 


condition at the home of his parents, 
43 East Second street, from the ef- . 
fects of a tremendous dose of mor- 
phine which he swallowed sometime 
during* the night. Dr. C. E. Stulti 
was called in the case at 7:30 this 
inorulng, nn dDr. B. Vnn Sweringen 
a short time after, and they, have 
been exhausting the resources of 
medical skill to counteract the action 
of the poison, but at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon the young man was still 
unconscious, mid Dr. Van Sweringen 
stated to a reporter for The Sentinel 
that the patient's condition was ex* 
remcly critical, and that the chance* 
were against his recovery. 


He is about 32 years of age, 
and 


the son of Capt. Augustus Brown, 
foreman of the Lake Shore 
freight 


office. 
The young man has been in 


very poor health for some time, and 
lias recently been despondent. Ha 
lived a somewhat secluded life, arid' 
Dr. Van Sweringen says was at times 
suffering from delusions. He occu- 
pied an upstairs room In the Brawn 
lome, and when the parents retired 
about 10 o'clock last evening they 
presumed the young man was in ht« 
room. 


This morning the father arow, 


breakfasted and went to work. A» 
'he son did not appear for breakfait 
by 7:30 o'clock his mother went up to 
his room, but found no one there. A 
further search revealed the 
young 


man lying in the parlor down stairs 
in a doep stupor from which he could 
not bo aroused. Physicians were at 
once summoned, and the father WM 
called home from his work. 


Tho physicians at once recognized 


Ihe case as one of morphia poisoning, 
and later an empty vial which had 
contained the drug was found. It Is 
presumed the young man must have 
come down stairs during the night 
and swallowed the drug during hi* 
despondency, 
though neither, the 


father or mother heard him moving 
about during the night. Upon the 
piano was found a note which had 
been left by the young man, request- 
ing that no funeral services bo held* 
and no one be allowed to see him.
